Completion of roof 
repairs at Bethania 
Chapel, Maesteg 


THE trustees and staff of 
Addoldai Cymru wish to 
express their gratitude to those 
who play the National Lottery, 
from which Bethania Chapel in 
Maesteg has benefitted. 

A spokesperson said: “The 
increasing difficulty in raising the 
necessary funding to carry out major 
works to historic buildings means that 
the role of the National Lottery player 
is as vital as ever.” 

Work has been successfully 
completed on a major roof repair 
contract at Bethania, a 1,000-seater in 
Maesteg. 

Having been declared redundant in 
2006, it is now in the long-term care of 
Addoldai Cymru - the Welsh Religious 
Buildings Trust. 

A major part of the funding for the 
contract was provided by the National 
Lottery via the Heritage Lottery Lund, 
with additional funding from Cadw 
and the Pilgrim Trust, all bodies that 
support projects which preserve the 
fabric of architecturally or historically 
important buildings. 

As a Grade Two listed building, 
Bethania is one of the most significant 
chapels in Wales. 


The £152,000 contract was 
undertaken by David A.Siggery Ltd. 
under the supervision of Alwyn Jones 
Penseiri Architects. 

Addoldai Cymru cares for eight 
chapels of varying types and locations 
across Wales. Its aim is to undertake 
necessary repairs and to make the 
buildings available to local 
communities. 

It will be running an exhibition at 
Bethania on September 1 as a focus for 
consultation on its future community 
role within Maesteg. 

David Lloyd, Chair of Addoldai 
Cymru said: “Bethania Chapel sits at 
the gateway of Maesteg and is an 
iconic reminder of the Llynfi Valley’s 
rich Nonconformist history. We look 
forward to it once again being an 
active focus for the local community.” 

Richard Bellamy, Head of Heritage 
Lottery Lund in Wales said: “Thanks to 
National Lottery players, not only can 
we fund urgent structural repairs to this 
historic building, but also help people 
to learn about its history and heritage. 

“Bethania Chapel in Maesteg is an 
excellent example of how HLL can 
help conserve a much loved building 
so it can continue to serve its local 
community.” 


Council’s overspend on 
^looked after’ children 


THE cost of looked 
after children in 
Bridgend is placing 
“significant 
financial 

pressures” on local 
authority budgets 
with ongoing work 
to reduce 
expenditure, 
according to 
council chiefs. 

End of financial year 
figures show an 
overspend of £ 1.1m on 
the looked after children 
budget. 

The director of social 
services at Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC), Sue 
Cooper, said the 
overspend has been 
happening for a number 
of years. 

Speaking at a cabinet 
meeting on Tuesday 
June 19 she said: “It is a 
very sensitive and very 
volatile area. 

“As of June 1 we had 
a lot fewer looked after 
children then we have 
had for a long time at 
374 but I also know in 
the last fortnight the 
service has been dealing 
with some particularly 
difficult cases and it is 


likely to fluctuate. 

“At the end of 
2017/18 we had 387 
looked after children. 

“The area is 
challenging in terms of 
what we are trying to 
deal with but the 
reduced numbers of 
looked after children 
equals an improvement 
in costs.” 

She added; “We are 
increasing our in-house 
foster carers rather than 
using independent 
fostering agencies and 
we are working on a 
remodelling of our 
childrens homes. 

“As a result of 
changes being made we 
have probably saved 
around £400,000. 

“The projection at the 
moment is showing a 
real improvement, it’s 
going the right way.” 

As part of cost 
cutting measures, the 
budget for looked after 
children has been 
reduced by around £1 
million over the last 
three years. 

In 2016/17 there was 
a £1.4m overspend in 
the service. 

Lor 2017/18 the total 
cost for looked after 
children was 11.8m, 


against a net budget of 
10.7m. 

Council leader Huw 
David said; “It’s 
important to reflect that 
this is at a time that the 
number of looked after 
children in Wales is 
rising quite 
significantly. 

“We have managed to 
maintain numbers and 
show a small reduction. 

“We are still making 
savings in costs per 
child by commissioning 
better value places.” 

Providing a report on 
the end of year council’s 
finances, interim head 
of finance Gill Lewis 
said: “There are 
significant financial 
pressures in looked after 
children and adult social 
care where it’s very 
volatile and 

unpredictable - there’s a 
lot of work going on to 
see if we can bring that 
expenditure down to 
meet the budget.”

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Mixed views on BCBC’s 
councillor action fund 


DETAILS have 
been released of 
how Bridgend’s 
county councillors 
have made use of a 
new fund which 
enables them to 
spend up to £5,000 
each on community 
projects. 

The £270,000 

Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC) community 
action fund, which 
started in October 2017 
ends this October with 
any unspent funding 
going into the council’s 
reserves. 

So far, 27 councillors 
have applied for funding 
from the scheme putting 


it towards projects 
ranging from compost 
toilets and pianos to 
adventure trails and 
kitchen equipment. 

Schools, choirs and 
sports clubs are among 
the groups to benefit. 

Councillors are able to 
use their funding for as 
many projects as they 
want ranging from £500 
to £5,000. 

They can also join up 
with other councillors to 
collectively fund 

projects. 

The aim behind the 
scheme was to broaden 
the impact which council 
funding can have on 
individual communities 
and provide a funding 
source which councillors 
can use to directly

Up until June 21, a 
total of £77,000 had been 
used for projects. 

However, The GEM is 
aware that a number of 
councillors who have put 
forward a project are not 
included in the list - 
because their projects are 
still at the design and 
costing stage. 

Council leader Huw 
David has used his 
£5,000 to help provide 
extra space at Cefn 
Cribbwr Primary School 
for additional learning 
needs while cabinet 
member for social 
services Phil White has 
provided grants to 
different organisations 
such as a community 
market garden - Caerau 
Community Growers - to 
help buy a compost toilet 
and to the Caerau 
Development Trust for a 
defibrillator. 

Cllrs Norah and Mike 
Clarke represent 

adjoining wards in 
Porthcawl, and they are 
awaiting final costings 
and design approval for a 
series of road safety 
measures around West 
Park Primary, which 
draws pupils from both 
their wards. 

As a result, they are 
not included in the list. 

In a report which went 
before Bridgend county 
borough council’s audit 
committee on Thursday 
June 28, councillors had 
given mixed response to 


the scheme. 

Some praised it saying 
it had brought 
councillors closer to 
community groups and 
delivered projects which 
would not have been 
delivered without the 
funding. 

However others said 
the application process 
needed to be simplified 
and said the money 
would be better spent on 
issues outside the remit 
of the scheme such as 
grass cutting and filling 
in potholes. 

Funding is restricted 
in that it cannot be used 
for expenditure that is 
recurring and would need 
future funds. 

It also cannot be used 
for profit making 
organisations or for 
political purposes. 

The council’s interim 
finance officer Gill 
Lewis told councillors 
that a review of the 
scheme would take place 
once it had ended and 
councillors could then 
decide whether to 
continue with it in the 
future.

Councirs extra recycling 
facilities for Wildmill 


IMPROVEMENTS 
are being made in 
the Wildmill estate 
in Bridgend to 
make it easier for 
residents to recycle. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), in partnership 
with its recycling 
partners Kier and the 
Valleys 2 Coast housing 
association, are 
installing extra 
recycling bins in the 
Tairfelin area of the 
estate this week to take 
the number of bins up 
from seven to 11. 

They will also create 
new dedicated 
collection points for 
refuse and purple bags. 

Similar 

improvements have 
already had a positive 
effect in the 
Glanffronnwg area of 
the estate, while the 
collection points for 
residents in Maesyfelin 
and TremCarth will be 
reviewed later this 
summer. 

Cllr Hywel Williams, 
the council’s deputy 
leader, said: “Since we 
brought in our new 
recycling arrangements 
last year, we’ve been 
monitoring the situation 
at estates with 
communal collection 
points such as Wildmill 
to see what 
improvements are 
needed to make 
collections run more 


smoothly. 

“Last December, the 
recycling points in the 
Glanffronnwg part of 
Wildmill were moved to 
make them more 
accessible and easier to 
use, while education 
officers knocked on 
doors and delivered 
leaflets to help raise 
more awareness of 
recycling. 

“The impact has been 
positive so far, with less 


fly-tipping being 
reported in that area of 
the estate, but there are 
still some , so we’re 
adding two more 
recycling stations into 
Glanffronnwg this 
month. 

“By the end of the 
summer, improvements 
will have been made in 
all parts of Wildmill to 
make it easier for all 
residents to recycle their 
household waste. 


“Our education 
officers will also be 
spending a lot of time in 
the estate, talking to 
residents about the 
benefits of recycling 
and explaining what can 
and what can’t be 
recycled.”

Rate relief for 
local businesses 


AROUND 400 businesses 
in Bridgend are expected to 
benefit from reduced rates 
after a relief scheme was 
adopted. 

The High Street Rates Relief 
Scheme is to help businesses in 
the retail sector such as shops, 
restaurants and cafes. 

Cabinet members at Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) 
have now approved the scheme, 
which is being funded by the 


Welsh Government. 

Businesses have to meet certain 
criteria such as having a rateable 
value of £50,000 or less and be 
situated in a high street setting or a 
similar location. 

It is estimated that up to 391 
business ratepayers across 
Bridgend county could benefit. 

Speaking at a recent cabinet 
meeting, council leader Huw 
David said: “I’m sure the 391 
business across Bridgend that are 
eligible for this relief will be 


welcoming it because they are 
struggling. 

“We welcome the funding from 
Welsh Government that has made 
this possible, it isn’t getting any 
easier out there to run small 
businesses on the high street.” 

The highest level of support for 
businesses would be £250 or £750 
depending on the rateable value of 
the property.

Lifeguards offer safety advice 


PEN-Y-BONT Lifeguards, 
Ogmore by Sea operate 
weekend voluntary beach 
patrols. 

They endeavour to patrol every 
weekend between May and September. 
It is a vital service and has already 
proved its worth, as in a matter of 
weeks the patrols have completed a 
total of six rescues, and over 100 
assists. 

These were due to members of the 
public being cut off by the tide, various 
first aid incidents, a spinal board 
recovery and CPR on a young woman 
who was found unconscious in the 
middle of a car park. 

The waters around Ogmore by Sea 
can be dangerous. Hazards include 
strong currents, the river, winds and 
rocks. 

When visiting Ogmore by Sea 
please keep in mind the following: 

• Do not swim in the river or on the 


river side of the red flag. The currents 
in and around the river can be very 
strong and dangerous. 

• If you cross the river to the other 
beach, check the tide times. You will 
not be able to walk back across when 
the tide starts coming in. 

• There are often strong currents in 
the sea. Look around the main beach 
area and be mindful of any stationary 
object to use as a fixing point. 

• Do not use inflatables when the 
wind is blowing offshore. 

• Be wary of the rocks and small 
coves, especially when the tide is 
incoming. 

• Always supervise children in or 
near the water. 

• If in doubt, ask for advice at the 
lifeguard station.

BCBC 
costs’ cut 


THE cost of 
printing committee 
agenda packs and 
documents for 
Bridgend county 
councillors has 
fallen by more than 
£15,000 over the last 
year due to the 
introduction of 
laptops and similar 
devices. 

Councillors access 
papers for meetings on 
their Microsoft Surface 
Pros which can be used 
as laptops or tablets. 

The former cost of 
printing and distributing 
papers to members was 
£19,258 but in 2017/18 
printing costs came to 
£3,858. 

However using the 
devices has not been 
plain sailing for all 
councillors who have 
complained about 
problems with logging 
on, automatic updates 
and power in meeting 
rooms. 

They have asked for 
further software to be 
installed on their 
devices - such as Google 
Chrome. 

A survey among 
councillors is to take 
place to gather views on 
the council’s information 
and communications 
technology (ICT).

Porthcawl 
historian Ceri 
Joseph continues 
her fascinating 
series on life in 
the town during 
World War One 
100 years ago. 
This month ifs 
July 1918. 

Y mid-July 
each previous 
German 
offensive had 
brought the 
German army 
nearer to 
exhaustion; and 
with more American 
divisions arriving 
weekly, on the 
Western Front, 
General 
Ludendorff’s 
confidence in a 
German victory was 
becoming ever 
remote. 

Ludendorff realised 
that any chance of 
success necessitated an 
immediate assault on 
the French near the 
Marne, in the 
Champagne region, and 
then a sweep round to 
Flanders to defeat the 
remainder of the Allied 
defences. 

However, the 
superiority of numbers 
that the Germans had 
once enjoyed, was no 
longer applicable. 
German Divisions on 
the Western Front 
numbered 207, whilst 
the Allied Divisions, 
under Supreme 
Commander General 
Foch, numbered 203. 

Further, German 
tactics and methods had 
become known and 
understood by the 
Allies, whose airmen 
now outnumbered the 
German Air Force. 

Allied airmen relayed 
information gleaned 
from reconnaissance 
over German lines, 
which in turn prepared 
the Allied response. 

As a consequence, 
the final German 
Offensive, the Second 
Battle of the Marne, 
which should have 
begun with a heavy 
German bombardment 
onto the French front 
line at lam on July 15, 
turned into a German 
defeat. 

The French, and 
supporting Allied 
divisions, had 
withdrawn their troops 
from the frontline, to 
avoid unnecessary 
exposure to German 
guns; and had 


themselves initiated an 
artillery barrage onto 
German lines and 
advancing infantry. 

The Allies then 
pressed home their 
advantage with a huge 
counter-attack on July 
18, which lasted until 
August 6 and resulted in 
the first allied offensive 
victory in 1918. It 
would prove to be the 
beginning of the end for 
Germany. 

Incidentally, one 
Corporal Adolf Hitler, 
was awarded the Iron 
Cross First Class on 
August 4. 

Fighting alongside 
the 44 French Divisions 
were British and 
American Divisions. 

The Americans lost 
13,000 men during the 
battle, one of whom 
was Corporal Clifford 
Prosser Lewis, 58th 
infantry, 4th US 
Division who was killed 
on July 18. Clifford had 
been born in Porthcawl, 
on October 2,1894, one 
of three sons, and seven 
daughters, bom to 
Samuel and Margaret 
Lewis. 

Their father, Samuel 
Lewis, seemed to have 
run a very successful 
grocer’s business in the 
town as the family 
employed two servants. 
However, by 1901 the 
family had moved back 
to Penrhiwceiber, their 
father’s birthplace; yet 
within a year their 
father, Samuel, had 
emigrated to America. 

In 1911, Clifford was 
working as a coalminer 
in a colliery in Aberfan; 
where his brother 
Samuel was also 
working as a clerk. 
Clifford left life in the 
mine and emigrated to 
America on the 
“Campania” in March 
1912, to join his father’s 
grocery business in 
Oakland, California. 

On June 5, 1917, 
Clifford enlisted into 
the 58th Infantry 
Regiment. US Army, 
two months later his 
brother Samuel, serving 
with the Welsh 
Regiment, was killed in 
action at Passchendaele 
on August 5. 

Following training at 
Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania, the 58th 
regiment, now assigned 
to the US 4th Division, 
embarked for England 
in May 1918. On May 
23, aboard the troopship 
‘Moldovia’, midway 
between Land’s End 
and the Isle of Wright 
on its way to France, 56 
of his comrades were 
killed when a German 


submarine torpedoed 
and sunk the ship. 

The rest of the 
regiment were rescued 
and landed in Calais, 
where they were 
reassembled on June 9. 
The regiment was then 
assigned to French 
regiments, with whom 
they fought at the 
Marne counter¬ 
offensive. 

Corporal Clifford P 
Lewis is buried in the 
Aisne-Marne American 
Cemetery, Belleau, 
France. His father, 
Samuel, died in 
America in 1919 and 
their mother Margaret, 
in 1921 in Porthcawl. 
The family are 
commemorated on a 
grave in St John’s 
Churchyard, Newton. 

Three regiments of 
93rd American Infantry 
Division, which was a 
black segregated unit of 
the US Army, also, 
fought at the Aisne- 
Marne offensive. 

The 93rd had been 
formed in December 
1917 with the aim of its 
soldiers being assigned 
to labour units. Yet, 
following political 
pressure from home, the 
369th (‘Harlem 
Hellfighters’) 370th and 
372nd infantry 
regiments were assigned 
to French units, with 
whom they fought with 
distinction; over 70 
being awarded the 
Croix de Guerre. 

Consequently, 
although they wore US 
Army uniforms, they 
used French equipment 
and arms. They also 
wore French helmets 
which contributed to 
their nickname the 
‘Blue Helmets.’ 

Sadly, another 
Porthcawlian died that 
July. Sergeant Edmund 
James Leyshon, Royal 
Army Pay Corps, died 
suddenly at the 
Barrington War 
Hospital, Shropshire, on 
July 27, 1918. 

Edmund had 
originally hailed from 
Pontypridd, where he 
had been born, one of 
seven children, to David 
and Mary Leyshon. 
David was a brewer by 
occupation, which could 
account for Edmund 
becoming a brewery 
salesman. Edmund 
married Katie Thomas 
in 1897, remained in 
Pontypridd, where they 
brought up two sons 
and a daughter; yet just 
before the outbreak of 
war, the family moved 
to Emscote, Esplanade 
Avenue. 

Edmund had initially 





enlisted into the 
Shropshire Light 
Infantry at Bridgend but 
had transferred to the 
APC a year before his 
death. Sgt Edmund J 
Leyshon is buried in 
Glyntaf Cemetery, 
Pontypridd, to where 
his family returned 
following his death. He 
is also remembered on 
the Porthcawl War 
Memorial. 

The Porthcawl News 
reported that the 
‘Spanish influenza ‘was 
tightening its grip on 
south Wales. Collieries, 
steelworks and 
businesses carried on 
despite a big proportion 
of absenteeism, whilst 
the closure of schools 
accelerated as cases 
increased. 

Little did people 
know at the time that, 
globally, the Spanish 
Flu pandemic of 1918- 
1919 would kill 
between 40 and 50 
million, more than those 
who had died in WW1. 
It is estimated that 
10,000 died in Wales. 

The first cases had 
been reported in the 
Spanish press in the 
spring of 1918. 
Although cases had 
broken out in other 
parts of Europe, due to 
the press censorship of 
countries involved in 
war, none were 
reported. However, as 
Spain was not involved, 
their press naturally 
reported the first cases 
of the virus in their 
country. Thus, it 
became known as 
Spanish Flu. 

It is thought that the 
virus reached Britain as 
a result of soldiers 
returning from the 


trenches; a natural 
breeding ground for 
germs. As the troops, 
who travelled home by 
train, arrived in railway 
stations of large cities, 
city centres soon 
became infected until 
eventually the virus 
spread to the suburbs 
and into the 
countryside. 

The first cases 
recorded in Britain were 
in Glasgow, from where 
the virus spread south. 
Hospitals were 
overwhelmed, where 
doctors and nurses 
worked flat out with 
little hope, as there was 
no cure for either the flu 
or the pneumonia that 
often set in. 

They themselves 
succumbed to it. One 
such nurse was Staff 
Nurse Edith Townsend 
who had served with the 
Territorial Force 
Nursing Service at the 
Stourbridge Military 
Hospital since 1917. 

Before volunteering. 
Nurse Townsend had 
been the Porthcawl’s 
District Nurse 1910- 
1915, boarding at 4, 
Mackworth Road and 
working alongside Dr 
Fosdyke of ‘Plastiiion’ 
The Esplanade, 
Porthcawl. 

Great pride was felt 
by Mrs Catherine 
Thomas, ‘Bowrington’ 6 
Wells Street, when she 
was informed that her 
son. Company Sergeant- 
Major John Griffith 
Thomas, Army Service 
Corps, had been 
awarded the Meritorious 
Service Medal in the 
field on June 17, 1918. 

‘When all the 
Battalion Officers had 
been placed ‘hors de 


combat,’ Sgt Thomas 
assumed command and 
for his splendid 
leadership under shell 
and machine-gun fire, 
he was awarded the 
decoration.’ (Porthcawl 
News 18th July 1918). 

Before the war, John 
like his late father 
Griffith, had been a 
farmer; the farm being 
West Farm, Nottage. 

Yet, following his 
father’s retirement and 
the family moving to 
Wells Street, John went 
to work with his brother 
David at Ty Draw Farm. 
He enlisted into the 
ASC at Porthcawl on 
December 14, 1914, yet 
had been an active 
member of the 
Porthcawl branch of the 
Glamorgan Volunteer 
Corps, where he had 
gained a reputation as a 
splendid shot. 

Finally, news from 
further afield informed 
readers that the RMS 
Carpathia, famous for 
rescuing passengers 
from the Titanic that 
fateful night, had itself 
been torpedoed south 
east of Ireland on July 
17, 1918, by German 
Submarine U-55. Apart 
from three firemen and 
two trimmers who sadly 
perished, 218 boarded 
the lifeboats as the 
vessel sank. 

Also, following the 
February revolution the 
Russian imperial 
Romanov family who 
had been held prisoner 
in many locations, were 
finally moved to 
Ekaterinburg, where 
they were executed , 
under the orders of 
Vladamir Lenin, at lam 
on July 17, 1918.

that that it was going to be 
beneficial to Wales, our country 
that has been able to access so 
many valuable EU grants. 

Recent stories in our print and 
broadcast media about the 
possible relocations of big 
employers in Wales to bases 
outside the UK have brought us 
to this conclusion. 

Added to this we now know, 
especially with the additional 


revelations brought to light by 
journalist Carole Cadwalladr, that 
prior to the referendum we were 
duped on a massive scale, 
manipulated and lied to for the 
gain of elites and malign foreign 
interests. 

I am very angry we have been 
victim to such deception and 
furious that those loud voices say 
that we cannot reassess the 
situation. 

Democracy didn’t end on June 
23, 2016. In truth, many of us are 
coming round to thinking that a 
People’s Vote is needed on the 
final agreement Theresa May 
comes back with from Brussels. 

So, thank goodness for The 
Vale of Glamorgan Eor Europe 
and the other local groups who 
stepped out alongside them, 
holding their Welsh flags high, 
prepared to speak out, and thank 
goodness for The GEM for 
reporting them.

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Racing for the Language this Friday! 


RAS yr laith (or Race for the Language) 
is a national event run by a network of 
Welsh Language Enterprises. 

Menter Bro Ogwr has been eager to host the race 
in Bridgend county borough and it will take place on 
Friday, July 6 in the Porthcawl area. 

History of Ras yr laith 

THE race is based on the Korrika race which started 
in the Basque Country, which then gave birth to 
similar races in Brittany (ar Redadeg) and Ireland 
(anRith). The first Welsh race was held in 2014 and 
then 2016, the next will be in July 2018. 

What is Ras yr laith? 

RAS yr laith is not a race for athletes, it is not 
competitive, it’s a race for the Welsh language by the 
people of Wales. 

It has a number of aims: 

• Promote the Welsh language: Draw together 
Welsh speakers, people who are learning Welsh and 
those who don’t speak the language. 

• Promote Welsh language movements: The Ras is 
an opportunity to strengthen Welsh-medium 
movements and clubs by raising their profile and 
income through events along the route. 

• Unite Wales and the Language: The Ras brings 
together people of different backgrounds; language 
profile; urban and rural, prosperous and 
disadvantaged and shows the variety of the Welsh 
language. 

• Raise the profile of the Language: The Ras will 
raise the profile of the language in the press and 
media locally and across Wales and abroad. It will 
also help promote the use of the language online. It 
will be a positive expression that Welsh is a language 
with grass roots support. 

• Raise the profile of our communities: The Ras 
will help raise awareness and activity of clubs and 
societies across the towns and villages though which 
it will run. 

• Promote physical health: The Ras will help 
improve the health of its participants and will be an 
opportunity to enjoy speaking Welsh through 
improving their health! 

• Raising income: Any profit from the holding of 
the Ras will be reinvested in the form of grants to 
clubs or societies which aim to promote the use of 
Welsh. The money is administered by Rhedadeg Ltd 
- a not-for-profit company which has been formed 
specifically for the run. 

The main aim of the race is to celebrate the Welsh 
language and increase pride in it, however the race 
also raises money to promote the language locally by 
inviting local groups, clubs and schools to sponsor a 
kilometer. 

In 2016, grants of over £14,000 were divided to 
support local causes after the race. We intend on 
raising even more money this year by expanding and 
developing the race further, and to keep it as open as 


possible the cost of sponsoring each km will stay the 
same as 2016, which is £50. Lor this anyone t^ing 
part will be able to run a km or more. 

The race is not suitable for children younger than 
year 5, or for parents/guardians with prams - prams 
can be dangerous when there is a cluster of people 
running close. 

Menter Bro Ogwr is looking for volunteers to 
steward during the race or assist with refreshments 
which will be available at the end of the race.

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Plaid trounced over vote 


A SYMBOLIC vote of no 
confidence in Vale MP Alun 
Cairns as Secretary of State 
for Wales was defeated in the 
Welsh Assembly last week. 

Plaid Cymru AMs had wanted to 
highlight their anger at what they 
perceive as UK Government 
‘indifference’ to projects in Wales 
such as the proposed, now vetoed, 
tidal lagoon scheme in Swansea. 

The vote was lost by nine votes to 


40 votes; Labour AMs voted against 
the motion. 

Even if it had been successful, the 
motion would have only been 
symbolic. 

AMs cannot remove Mr Cairns, 
who is not a member of the assembly. 

Labour AM Mark Drakeford said: 
“I do not believe we set up the 
National Assembly for Wales to be an 
outpost of gesture politics.”

‘Be safe on the farm’ urges FUW 


I N the last 10 
years, 388 
farmers, their 
family members or 
farm workers have 
been killed on 
British farms and 
of these, 38 were in 
Wales. 

Thousands more have 
suffered serious injuries 
which still have an 
impact and have 
changed lives forever. 

Over the past month 
we received news of a 
three-year-old child 
being run over by a farm 
vehicle (the second child 
killed on a farm since 
January), a farmer being 
killed when checking a 
recently calved cow, and 
another farmer was 
killed when he was 


working with a stone 
separator. 

Last week another 
devastating report came 
in, announcing a further 
accident on a farm in 
Wales involving a 
tractor. Our thoughts are 
naturally with the family 
at this very difficult 
time. 

The sad reality is that 
being run over by farm 
vehicles is a major cause 
of death and serious 
injury in farming and 
often it is the driver of 
the vehicle who is killed 
when they are getting on 
or off the vehicle. 

With this in mind, I 
would like to remind 
you of the Health and 
Safety Executive advice: 
whenever you are using 
machinery, before 


leaving the driver’s 
seat/operating position 
follow the safe stop 
procedure: hand brake 
on; controls to neutral or 
safe; engine switched 
off; key removed; never 
get on or off a moving 
vehicle. 

Our industry is known 
to be one of the most 
dangerous professions, 
in which farmers and 
farm workers work in 
solitude, in challenging 
weather conditions and 
in stressful situations. 

Agriculture represents 
about 1.4 percent of the 
workforce across the UK 
but astonishingly 
accounts for up to 20 
percent of all reported 
work-related fatalities in 
Great Britain. Even 
though we still have one

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Threat of fines, 
or death, for 
tombstoners 

SAYS VALE 
COUNCIL 


VISITORS to 
Rhoose Point are 
being warned that 
they risk death, 
serious injury or in 
extreme cases fines 
of up to £500 if they 
jump off ledges into 
the water of the old 
quarry area below. 

Groups of young 
thrillseekers have been 
gathering at the site 
during the spell of recent 
warm weather, with 
some engaging in 
tombstoning - the act of 
leaping into water from a 
significant height. 

People have died, been 
paralysed, experienced 
shattered bones, and 
suffered other life¬ 
changing injuries as a 
result of this activity. 

A local man remains 
paralysed after breaking 
his back during a 
tombstoning incident at 
Rhoose Point just a few 
years ago and there have 
been a number of deaths 
at Cosmeston Lakes, 
another former quarry 
area, after people 
indulged in similar 
activities, which are now 
prohibited. 

A Vale Council 


spokepserson said: 
“Aside from the danger 
posed by rocks 
protruding from uneven 
walls of the quarry, 
hazards lurk beneath the 
water surface, including 
machinery from the site’s 
industrial past, while the 
cold water can also cause 
people difficulty. 

“We are particularly 
keen to encourage the 
parents of the young 
people involved to keep 
their children safe by 
ensuring they instead use 
Vale beaches where there 
is lifeguard cover. 

“Byelaws governing 
the site prohibit 
swimming and anyone 
found to have entered the 
water could face criminal 
prosecution or be issued 
with a Fixed Penalty 
Notice. 

Council enforcement 
agents, the police, the 
Coastguard and Fire 

Service will also be 
looking to crack down on 
any anti-social behaviour 
in the area, with penalties 
such as Anti-social 

Behaviour Orders a 

possibility for such 

offences.”

Labour’s party leader added his 
voice to Ms Loveluck-Edwards in 
calling for Mr Cairns to resign as 
Secretary of State for Wales, given his 
failure to make the case for the 
Swansea Bay Tidal Lagoon to the 
Prime Minister and cabinet colleagues. 

Mr Corbyn said: “Belinda is an 
excellent local candidate who will 
regain the seat for Labour. 

“We have narrowed the gap at the 
last election and Belinda only needs a 


swing of two per cent to win back the 
Vale.” 

Ms Loveluck-Edwards said: “Alun 
Cairns has consistently let Vale 
residents down and the decision not to 
go ahead with the Swansea Bay Tidal 
Lagoon shows he is letting Wales 
down as well. 

“He has delivered nothing for the 
people of Wales but cruel austerity cuts 
and broken promises, including rail 
electrification and the Swansea Tidal 
Lagoon energy project. 

“After this latest failure and broken 
election pledge Cairns should follow 
the example set by Andrew RT Davies 
and resign as Welsh Secretary,” Ms 
Loveluck-Edwards said. 

Belinda Loveluck-Edwards is 47, 
lives in Rhoose with her family and her 
son attends a local school. 

Jeremy Corbyn attended a Labour 
Party members-only event in Victoria 
Park, Barry, to endorse Ms Loveluck 
Edwards and to join local members in 
canvassing that area of Barry.

Charges could be 
introduced at car parks 
in Barry, Cowbridge and 
Llantwit Major which 
are currently free and 
controlled ‘residents 
parking zones’ are being 
considered to manage 
the impact of the 
changes. 

The changes could 
generate an annual 
income of £1.5million 
for the council. 

What could be 
changing? 

CHARGES would be 
introduced at a number 
of car parks in Barry, 
Cowbridge and Llantwit 
Major - and they would 
become either short stay 


or long stay car parks. 

The short stay car 
parks would be free for 
up to two hours, £1 for 
up to three hours, £2 for 
up to four hours, £5 for 
up to five hours and £6 
all day. 

Car parks where 
charges would be 
introduced which are 
currently free: Barry: 
Kendrick Road, 

Thompson Street and 
Wyndham Street; 
Cowbridge: The Butts, 
Town Hall Square, 
Southgate; Llantwit 
Major: Boverton Road, 
Le Pouliguen Way, 
Town Hall (Burial 
Lane), Wine Street. 

Long stay car parks 
would be free for up to 
two hours, £1 for up to 
three hours, £2 for up to 
four hours, £4 for up to 
five hours and £5 all day. 

These charges would 
be introduced at two car 
parks in Barry - the 
Court Road multi-storey, 
and the Civic Centre in 
Holton Road, which will 
open on weekends and 
bank holidays.

Electric cars fail 
to spark interest 
in Bridgend 
and the Vale 


ELECTRIC car 
technology is 

advancing all the 
time, and yet the 
latest figures 

suggest that 

Bridgend county 
borough and the 
Vale are not on 
board the green 
vehicle revolution. 

Despite manufacturers 
lowering prices and 
increasing the range of 
their cars, over the 2017- 
18 financial year, there 
were only 47 new 
electric vehicles 

registered in Bridgend. 

That’s far below the 
2,401 in Peterborough, 
which had the highest 
increase of plug-in 
vehicles of any local 
authority in the United 
Kingdom. 

The figures come from 
recently released 

Department for Transport 
data, which shows the 
number of registered 
electric or plug-in hybrid 
cars, vans and micro cars 
over the four quarters of 
the year. 

From January to 
March 2017 there were 
166 electric vehicles in 
Bridgend county 

borough. By March this 
year there were 213. 

In the Vale, from 
January 2017 to March 
2017 there were 111 
electric vehicles. 


However by the latest 
quarter, from January to 
March this year, that 
figure had grown to 170, 
a jump of 59. 

The latest Nissan Leaf, 
the United Kingdom's 
most popular entirely 
electric car, can now 
travel 235 miles before it 
needs to be recharged, 80 
miles more than the 
previous version. 

Last month BP 
announced it would 
follow Shell and install 
charging points at its 
petrol stations and Dyson 
has also said it plans to 
release an electric car by 
2020 . 

One advantage electric 
car users have over other 
vehicles is that they do 
not have to pay road tax, 
as they do not release any 
emissions whilst driving, 
but of course do during 
manufacture. 

Unsurprisingly plug-in 
vehicles still make up a 
tiny percentage of the 
cars on the road in 
Bridgend. 

Compared with the 
213 electric cars on our 
roads, there are 82,366 
cars and vans in total, 
according to the latest 
complete vehicle 

registration data from 
2017. 

In the Vale, with 170 
electric cars on the roads, 
there are 73,097 cars and 
vans in total. A.M. Pere 


new charges following a 
review of town centre 
parking charges across 
Wales. 

Its report says: “It is 
clear from this evidence 
that the tariffs proposed

“Myself and fellow 
Plaid Cymru town centre 
councillor Millie Collins 
will not support 
proposals for residents 
having to pay for car 
parking permits to park 
on their own street. 

“I am also concerned 
that charging for car 
parking spaces will have 
a negative economic 
impact upon Barry town 
centre, which is already 
facing a tough time. 

“Keeping the first 
hour or two free 
hopefully won’t affect 
the number of people 
using the town centre for 
shopping, but this may 
mean that some 
shoppers won’t stay and 
sit down for that extra 
coffee and chat, or won’t 
go to explore new shops. 

“Clearly, Barry Island 
needs a better solution to 
increase parking 

capacity. In the past. 
Plaid Cymru local 
councillors Steffan 
Wiliam and Nic Hodges 
have asked the council 
to consider a multi¬ 
storey car park and also 
resident parking on 
some streets there. This 
would be beneficial for 
the future needs of both 
residents and visitors.” 

A consultation will 
run from August 6 to 
September 28.

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Consultation launched over dog restrictions 


THE public in the Vale is being asked for 
views on plans to introduce £100 spot 
fines for anti-social dog walkers. 

The Vale Council has announced plans for a 
‘public spaces protection order’ which in different 
areas would have required dog walkers to clean up 
after their pets or keep them on a lead. 

Some areas would ban dogs altogether as part of 
the order, such as a number of beaches from May 1 
to September 30 and parts of Porthkerry and 
Cosmeston Lakes Country Parks. 

The council withdrew its initial consultation as 
some dog owners interpreted it as a widespread ban 
on dog walking in areas such as the two country 
parks - something the council has denied. 

But the consultation has now been re-launched 
by the council, which says the plans would replace 
dog restrictions already in place. 

People have until August 22 to express their 
views via www.valeofglamorgan.gov.uk/pspodogs. 

The council said: “The Vale is a dog-friendly 
county. There are a number of parks, open spaces 
and beaches for dog walkers to take advantage of. 
However, there are a small number of dog owners 
who do not take responsibility for their pets when it 
comes to enjoying these open spaces. 

“In order to tackle these ongoing issues, the 
council has the power to serve a public spaces 
protection Order (PSPO) under the Anti-Social 
Behaviour Crime and Policing Act 2014. The 
purpose of a PSPO is to restrict persistent anti¬ 
social behaviour in public spaces. 

“This would replace the bye-laws and

restrictions that are currently in place. The PSPO 
can last for three years and if breached an 
authorised officer could issue a fixed penalty notice 
up to £100, which if not paid could be increased to 
£1,000.” 

What’s would happen at Cosmeston and 
Porthkerry country parks and Barry Island? 

The council has said the way dog owners can use 
Barry Island beach, Cosmeston and Porthkerry 
country parks would not change as part of the 
plans. 

At Barry Island, dogs would not be allowed on 
the beach and must be kept on a lead on the 
promenade from May 1 until September 30. At 
other times of the year, they would be allowed off 
the lead on the beach and the promenade. 

At Cosmeston, dogs would be banned from the 
fenced off play area and the conservation areas to 
the west of the western conservation lake, around 
Dragonfly Pond and the conservation area in West 
Paddock. 

They would have to be kept on a lead around the 
eastern lake, in and around the Medieval Village 
and the footpath around car park. In other areas 
they would be allowed to roam free. 

At Porthkerry, dogs would be banned from the 
playground and conservation area and be kept on 
leads around the golf course, cafe and the car park. 
In other areas they are allowed to roam free. 

Dog walkers at both country parks who do not 
clean up after their pets could be given the new 
fines.

Sicario sequel powerfully compelling... 


ENIS 

VILLENEU 
VE’S Sicario 
is an epic of 
gigantic 
proportions, a 
tense, heated and 
thrilling film that 
was a smash hit in 
2015. 

For the sequel 
Villeneuve doesn’t 
return (no doubt too 
busy Blade Running), 
and neither does Emily 
Blunt’s Kate, but Day of 
the Soldado does see 
two familiar faces in 
Josh Brolin’s Matt 
Graver and Benicio Del 
Toro’s Alejandro. 

The morally-murky 
pair team up again 
when the drug war on 
the US-Mexico border 
threatens to get out of 
hand, and the United 
States government 
engage Graver to start a 
cartel war in Mexico. 

He recruits the 
mysterious Alejandro, 
and the pair must try to 
carry out the mission 
without getting 
themselves embroiled in 
it, something that 
becomes trickier with 
the kidnapping of the 
daughter of a cartel 
boss, Carla (Isabel 
Moner)... 

It’s easy in this era of 
filmmaking to simply 
assume that anything 
that makes a profit is 


there to be turned into a 
franchise, but given the 
talent involved in the 
first film, a return to 
this morally complex 
world, hopefully, would 
feel like one governed 
by narrative, rather than 
financial reasons. 

For Stefano Sollima, 
stepping into the shoes 
of Denis Villeneuve is 
no easy task, and indeed 
following up a film that 
was as gripping and 
dexterously layered as 
Sicario was never going 
to be a simple one, yet 
Day of the Soldado only 
just falls short of its 
progenitors’ 
exceedingly high level, 
and, taken on its own 
terms, is a powerfully 
compelling film. 

While the first film 
had the character of 
Kate to act as a moral 
barometer, while Matt 
and Alejandro went 
about doing things that 
they perhaps shouldn’t 
have been doing, the 
end justifying the 
means, here there is no 
moral barometer, and 
Taylor Sheridan takes 
great delight in 
mapping out a story 
where the audience 
themselves are the ones 
who make the 
judgements. 

Films that don’t offer 
easy answers are very 
often the most 
enjoyable to get lost in, 
and this is no exception. 


the two-hour running 
time suffering from 
only minor sag, and 
being gripping enough 
that you're very rarely 
far away from the edge 
of your seat. 

Given the current 
political landscape, this 
film has a resonance, 
America getting 
involved in something it 
has no wish to, but 
needs to, in order to 
protect its own interests, 
and seeing the collateral 
damage (both physical 
and psychological) 
creates an interesting 
dynamic that sits at the 
hub of the story.

There is also the 
possibility of leadership 
challenges and changes 
to at least two other 
Assembly parties, 
namely the merry-go- 
round that is Ukip and 
Plaid Cymru. 

On July 3, Suzy 
Davies, Assembly 
Member for South Wales 
West, threw her titfer in 
the ring to replace Mr 
Davies. 

Mrs Davies has the 
required number of 
nominations from her 
colleagues in the Welsh 
Conservative Assembly 
group to pursue her bid. 

Mrs Davies, who was 
elected to the Assembly 
in 2011 and returned 
again in 2016, said: 


“While standing in the 
Assembly and holding 
the Welsh Labour 
Government to account 
is crucial, it is not the 
only role of a leader. 

“I want to make sure 
that I continue my 
record of campaigning 
throughout Wales, and 
for Wales, as the Welsh 
Conservatives head into 
the next Assembly and 
Parliamentary elections. 

“I fully support 
Theresa May as our 
Prime Minister and as 
she works to make sure 
that Wales gets the type 
of Brexit that it voted 
for, however that does 
not mean I will shy 
away from speaking up 
for Wales in meetings 
with the Prime Minister 
and the rest of the UK 
Government.” 

Mrs Davies is the 
Shadow Minister for 
Social Services, Culture 
and Welsh Language, 
and a member of the 
Brexit Committee at the 
Assembly, and chairs the 
Cross Party Group on 
Tourism. 

So, if high politics in 
all its forms and 
machinations is your 
thing, you might be 
hoping for a heatwave of 
a different kind, but 
remember that British 
summers tend to promise 
more than they deliver.

DINAS POWYS 

councillors say they are 
frustrated at what they 
claim is the failure of 
Natural Resources Wales to 
respond quickly and 
effectively to the pollution 
of Eastbrook stream and 
Mill stream in the village. 

NRW told The GEM it was 
tackling the problem. 

Plaid community councillor 
Chris Franks said that the state of 
the water was “disgusting”. 

He explained: “It is obvious 
that NRW is not treating this 
matter seriously. 

“We have a situation where 
what looks like hundreds of 
gallons of foul water are pouring 
into the stream. 

“Normally at this time of year 


the stream is dry. Now there is a 
steady flow of disgusting looking 
water and green algae. This must 
be a major health hazard. The 
smell is revolting. 

“This water then flows into the 
Mill Stream near the Murch Bowls 
Club. This lovely stream is home 
to young mallard and other water 
fowl.” 

Fellow Plaid councillor Richard 
Grigg said: “This stream passes 
houses, the library and Dinas 
Powys School. We pay for NRW 
and are not getting a decent 
service. 

“They seem to be a law unto 
themselves and are totally failing 
the people of Dinas Powys. We are 
again making representations to 
NRW.” 

Hannah Goddard, environment 
officer at Natural Resources Wales 
explained: 


“The pollution in the Eastbrook 
stream is unpleasant for people 
and we have been working with 
Welsh Water to tackle the issue. 

“We visited the site for a second 
time on Friday and identified the 
source of the pollution. It is 
kitchen waste, and not foul waste 
from a misconnected pipe at a 
local business. 

“We are visiting them on 
Monday, to agree an action plan to 
stop the pollution at source as it is 
their responsibility. The correcting 
work should be relatively simple 
to complete. 

“Our priority is always to 
protect people and wildlife from 
environmental risks such as 
pollution and we are aiming to get 
this resolved as quickly as 
possible.”

Abortion statistics show 
similarities between 
the Vale and Bridgend 


THE abortion rate 
in Bridgend county 
borough went up 
slightly last year, 
and a similar rise 
occurred in the Vale 
of Glamorgan. 

There were 386 
terminations carried out 
in the area in 2017, a rate 
of 15.5 for every 1,000 
women aged 15-44, 
compared to 14.3 in 
2016. 

In the Vale there were 
352 terminations carried 
out in the area in 2017 - 
16.4 for every 1,000 
women aged 15-44 
compared to 15.5 in 
2016. 

The rate for the whole 
of Wales is 14.6 but 
ranges from 11.9 per 
1,000 women in 
Ceredigion to 17.2 in 
Flintshire. 

The highest rate in 
Bridgend was among 
women aged 20 to 24, 


and in the Vale it was 
among women aged 25 
to 29. In both areas, the 
lowest was in the over 35 
group. 

The figures show that 
36 per cent of the cases in 
Bridgend were classed as 
repeat procedures (a 
woman who had a 
previous abortion) and in 
the Vale it was 38.1 per 
cent . 

One of the most 
significant changes 
across England and 
Wales in recent years has 
been a declining rate of 
abortion in younger 
women and a rising rate 
for women in their early 
30s. 

This is happening in 
Bridgend where in 2012 
the rate for women aged 
30 to 34 was 16 per 1,000 
and five years later it was 
17, and in the Vale where 
in 2012 the rate for 
women aged 30 to 34 
was 14 per 1,000 and five

“Meanwhile, abortion 
rates have been 
increasing for women 
aged 30 years and over. 
This may be due to the 
increasing number of 
sexually active women 
postponing first 

childbirth until into their 
30s, and therefore having 
more years where 
contraception is 

required.” 

Most abortions in 
Bridgend were carried 
out in the first 10 weeks 
of pregnancy, 77.5 per 
cent. Just 7 per cent were 
done after 13 weeks. 

Most abortions in the 
Vale of were also carried 
out in the first 10 weeks 
of pregnancy, 70.5 per 
cent. Just 9.4 per cent 
were done after 13 
weeks. 

Abortions can be 
carried out by a surgical 
operation or by taking a 
drug. The medical route 
is more common than 
surgery in both areas. 

Dr Guthrie said: “The 
reason for choosing 
abortion may be different 
in different pregnancies. 
Women have to make 
hard choices within their 


circumstances at the 
time.” 

She said that spending 
cuts leading to pressure 
on sexual health services 
were a concern. 

“Sustained reduction 
in the public health 
budgets has led to 
widespread sexual health 
service cut backs. 

“It is absolutely 
crucial for women to 
have access to effective 
contraception and sexual 
health services. This will 
enable them to take 
control of their health 
and fertility by 
preventing unwanted 
pregnancies and sexually 
transmitted infections.” 

In 2017, 189,859 

women living in England 
and Wales had an 
abortion plus 4,809 
women who were non¬ 
residents. The data shows 
that just over 60 per cent 
of those women came 
from the Republic of 
Ireland, where a recent 
referendum resulted in a 
vote to change the 
country's strict abortion 
laws. 

A further 20 per cent 
were from Northern 
Ireland, where very tight 
controls on abortion 
remain and campaigners 
are lobbying to bring the 
area into line with the 
rest of the UK.

Restaurant 
owner is fined 
after serving 
unsafe food 


THE owner of a 
takeaway 

restaurant in Barry 
has been fined for 
creating a dish that 
carried a 

‘significant risk of 
harm or death’. 

On Friday, June 29, 
Chungfai Li who owns 
Wongs in Broad Street, 
pleaded guilty to one 
offence of placing 
unsafe food on the 
market under the 
General Food 
regulation 2004, at 
Cardiff Magistrates 
Court. 

Mr Li was fined 
following a test 
purchase which was 
carried out in relation 
to allergens, on May 26 
last year. An order of 
special fried rice 
without egg was made, 
and the business was 
told it was for someone 
who was allergic to 

egg- 

However, the food 
was later found to 


contain 77 times the 
amount of egg required 
to cause a reaction in 
an allergic person. 

This test purchase 
was conducted only 
three months after an 
informal test purchase 
had been carried out in 
February 2017, which 
the business had also 
failed. The business 
had been visited by 
officers in the interim 
and advice given. 

The District Judge 
fully accepted the 
prosecution’s 
assessment of 
culpability as being 
very high and accepted 
that the defendant had 
flagrantly disregarded 
the law. He stated that 
the business had clearly 
insufficient systems in 
place following the 
earlier test purchase to 
prevent egg getting into 
the dish. 

He also accepted the 
prosecution’s case that 
while no actual harm 
had been caused, the

In mitigation, the 
defendant’s solicitor, 

Mr Lee, told the court 
that the defendant had 
run the business for 
nine years and had no 
previous convictions. 

Mr Li and his wife 
are horrified at what 
had happened and are 
looking to sell the 
business as they are 
terrified of being placed 
in the same position 
again. They 

acknowledged that their 
systems were 
inadequate and that 
there are issues with 
language. 

The District Judge 
accepted the 
defendant’s early guilty 
plea and that he had 
never been in trouble 
before. He imposed a 
12 month community 
order with 300 hours of 
unpaid work 
requirement and 
ordered him to pay 
costs of £575 and a 
victim surcharge of 
£85. He told Mr Li that 
in his view if the 
offence were to happen 
again he would be sent 
to prison. 

Deputy Leader and 
Cabinet Member with 
responsibility for 
Shared Regulatory 
Services at the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, 
Cllr Hunter Jarvie, said: 
“It is imperative that 
restaurant owners are 
vigilant at all times 
when serving food to 
the public and it is 
unacceptable that 
inadequate systems can 
cause significant risk of 
harm or death. 

“I hope this 
conviction works as a 
warning to this business 
and others, to realise 
that the Vale Council 
will not tolerate this, 
especially when it 
comes to the safety of 
the public.”

Peugeot 3008 GT Line 1.2L PureTech 130 


T his week’s road test puts me in 
the driving seat of the Peugeot 
3008 GT Line. 

First off, I’m not really a big fan of the eco-car, 
but then again, I did own a small eco-warrior a 
few years back which was a little ‘ordinary’. 

Although I have to say, the 3008 GT Line from 
Peugeot looks far from ordinary. In fact, it looks 
pretty smart with its detailed lines and sharp 
interior. 

Firstly, you will notice that it’s chic, a good 
size, and actually very good looking. I recently 
tested the DS7 and I have to say that was a great 
looking car. 

Plus, on the inside, the 3008, is funky and well 
set out with minimal fuss. Actually thinking about 
it, I like both the outside and the inside. 

Power and Efficiency: My test car was fitted 
with a 1.2 PureTech petrol engine, which actually 
helped the little 3008 dash about like a scalded 
cat, meaning it’s pretty nippy for an SUV. 

If you are interested, then you can expect a 0- 
62 time of 10.8sec and a decent top speed of 


around 117mph. 

Fuel consumption is also an important part of 
buying any car for most people, and I’m happy to 
report that the 3008 achieved a combined 
consumption of 50-plus mpg. Plus, it has the 
addition of 230Nm of torque, which is more than 
enough to keep you progressing at a steady pace. 

On the road: The 3008 is a very playful car, 
but also practical for a family. Of course, I wanted 
to find out more, so I went for a brisk drive into 
some of the more challenging comers. Well, I’m 
happy to report that the 3008 did a pretty good job 
of keeping it all together. Actually, even when the 
pace picked up, I still found the steering to be 
direct and well balanced. Also, being an SUV, I 
expected it to be a little ‘soft’, but thankfully the 
suspension does a great job of keeping you 
comfortable on many different road surfaces. 

Equipment, Safety and Technology: The 3008 
offers a first-rate experience that is achieved 
through a combination of interior quality; attention 
to detail and a wide range of equipment such as; 
self-levelling headlights, Peugeot i-cockpit, GT 
Line trim, full LED headlights. There is also a 


host of standard 
equipment such as; 

ABS with REF, alarm, 

CDS and ASR, front 
amd rear disc brakes, 

Bluetooth with USB, 
six-speaker radio, 
adaptive driver and 
front passenger 
airbags. 

The i-Cockpit is a 
neat little function to 
have in any car, as it 
comes with some 
smart kit such as a; 
configurable 12.3” 
head-up digital 
instrument panel, 8.0” 
capacitive touchscreen 

which includes a multi-function steering wheel. 

To sum up: I actually like the Peugeot 3008, 
because it gives you all the things you need from a sg^se 



breath of fresh air from Peugeot. There is a sticky 
point here though - and it’s the price. But, if you 
can get over that, then the 3008 makes perfect 


well-formed SUV that is just as happy in the city 
or out on the open road.
